LI'lTLIi ROCK. Ark. — Fresident-elccl 
Clinton's 48-memher team eliarged with 
putting together a new government faee.s a 
mainnioth job of a million details — from 
the most mundane involving botched 
phone lines to keeping tabs on world 
trouble .spots. 

"Tliere’s a lot of slul'f to do." sighed 
Gene Sperling. Clinton's deputy transition 
director for ecoiiomie policy, “But there's 
also a lot of talent out there Just dying to 
help." 

For the llrsi nine days after his victory, 
many of Clinton's aities liad no clear 


direction on wiial liiey were .siip|ui.sed lo be 
doing. But aides got their marching orders 
last 'rtuirsdiiy. when Clinton named four 
do/eit advisers and aides lo start working 
on economic and 'domeslic policies, 
national security, congressional relations 
and personnel. 

"It look a few days for llic governor to 
put together a sialT he was comfortable 
with. Now. we)re off lo the raee.s." said 
.Sandy Berger, who will serve dual roles -- 
heading both C'iinioii's national security 
policy takeover and also the loreign policy 
"cluster" group that will acdiafly wade 
through the state, defense and intelligence 
agencies. 


'Many of the "clu.sier" heads haven't been 
named yet, but once they arc — probably 
this week -- they will run teams that go 
into the Commerce, freasury. Labor and 
Ollier Cabinet agencies, reviewing staff 
positions, budgets and pending issues. 

In Berger's ease, he and one deputy will 
be based in the Washington iransilioii 
ofnee. while another national security 
deputy will stick in Little Rock. While part 
of the team deals with the minutiae of 
agency takeovers. Berger must keep tabs 
on potential trouble spots in the world and

TWIN FALLS - The state’s 
proposal to trade land with the 
Bureau of Land Management is no 
secret, an aide to Gov. Cecil Andrus 
said last week. 

The stale and BLM still are 
negotiating a land exchange package 
involving about 19,000 BLM acres 
the state wants as p.arl of an Air Force 
bombing range in southwestern 
Owyhee County, said Dave Jett of 
Mountain Home, the governor’s 
representative on the bbmb^g range 
, proposal. ' . . 

The 19,000 acres would be for a 
variety of target areas to be used by 
Mountain Home Air Force Base jets. 
In return, the BLM would receive a 


so-far undetermined amount of state 
land, drawn from a long-standing list 
of properties the state wants to trade. 

Accusations that the exchange 
process is being done' in .secret are 
simply not true, Jett said. ^ 

At Air Force public hearings on 
changes at Mountain Home, the stale 
has clearly stated its -intent to 
exchange lands willi the BLM sliould 
the Air Force accept the state’s 
proposal, he said. 

■ The exchange will be done exactly 
as any other land exchange between 
the state and BLM, Jell said. It will be 
up to the BLM to conduct any public 

hearings, he said, -f - 

The exchange proposal’s details 
aren't set yet. 

“We’d like to have it done by tlie 
end of November,” Jett said. 


The exchange will be part of the 
state’s proposal-to the Air Force fur 
expanded training at Mountain Home. 
But no exchange would lake place 
until after the Air Force makes a final 
decision in its environmental, impact 
statement process. Jell said. 

It is up to the Air Force to evaluate 
the stale proposal and. other 
alternatives for expanded training. 
The slate won't know what the Air 
Force thinks of the proposal until the 
draft impael statement conics out in 
May 1993. 

Andrus proposed the range in an 
effort to ensure the future of the 
Mountain Home bu.se and the town's 
eeonomy. But some Air Force 
•officials have said the proposal 
would not guarantee the ba^e will 
stay open. 


Pockets of private land exist wiiliin ‘ 
the proposed bombing range 
boundaries. Jell, said either the state 
■or the federal government will buy 
the private land, hut he did not know 
which. 

The governor's office has said the 
Air Force would buy the land. The 
Air Foree could not he reiiehed for 
comment Friday. ; 

Jett said the stall: hopes the Air 
Force will buy the private lands and 
.turn them over to the. st.itc; which - 
would then develop them into 
wildlife management areas or 
recreational areas. 

No offers have- been made- to 
private landowners. No appraisal of 
those private lands - which would be 
done by the Army Corps of 
Engineers - has been done. Jett said. 


Bennett affords lieadersliip for GOP 


The 650 or so people who attended last 
Thursday’s Twin Falls Area Chamber of 
Commerce Success Breakfast may liave seen tlic 
. future of the national Republican Party in 
William J. Bennett. 

Or at least part of the future. 

The Brooklyn-born Bennett, who served as 
head of the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, Education Secretary and "drug czar" 
under presidents Reiigan and Bush, has been 
mentioned as a possible new chairman of the 
Republican National Committee, or even as a 
presidential candidate in 1996. 

In either capacity, Bennett would have 
potential to appeal to several factions within the 
Republican Party. Ills tough talk about the 
importance of faith, family, and traditional 
values is very similar to the rhetoric of the 
OOP’s two Pats (Buchanan and Robedson). 

The difference lies not so much in what 
Benncll, a self-described conservative Repub- 
lican, says, but in how he says it. 

In their prime-lime speeches during the 
Republican convention in Houston, Buchanan 
and Robertson came off as mean-spirited and 
divisive, almost apocalyptic. It was Us against 
Them, and God help us all if the forces of. 
darkness (that is, liberals) should prevail. 

Ma(iy analysts, including some Republicans, 
say the Pals may have helped defeat Bush by 
scaring away moderate or undecided voters. 

Bennett, though, r,eeognizus that people of 
good will can disagree without becoming, mortal 
enemies, And one senses that his concern over 
'ihnily vulucti duiiii 
philosophiciilposition, the bulierthat siicir values 
arc n^cssuiy to hold society together, instead of' 
a visceral dislike of people who "aren’t like us”,

On politics 


In his speech to tlie Success Breakfast crowd 
la.st week, Bennett combined Perot-like blunt talk 
with self-deprecating humor and compelling 
street stories to make his point, instead of 
depicting liis opponents as degenerates (a la 
•Buchanan or Robert.son) or getting bogged down 
in popular culture disputes that distract from his 
message, as Vice President Dan Quayle did this 
summer. 

People who may have agreed with much of 
what Buchanan and Quayle were saying, but 
didn't like the way they said it. might wann to 
Bennett. 

His urban, ethnic. Catholic background could 
also make him appealing to the "Reagan 
Democrats” who switched back in massive 
numbers to Clinton this year. 

But before Bennett cun even think about 
running for president (as.suming that's wimi he 
wants to do), the naliomil Republican Party needs 
to gel its act together. i 

In the wake of Bu.sh’s near-la'nd.slidu defeat, 
several factions are compcHng for control of the 
party, each with its own view as to what it needs 
to do to regain favor with voters. 

Supply-siders like Texas Sun. Phil Gramm 

with voters over the *‘no-new laxes" pledge, and 
'that thu“parly'necds to reasiferrTlsclEjis Ihe' 
chumpion of lower taxes and less govemnicnt, 


Activists like Housing Secretary Jack Kemp 
(who’s sometimes called a bleeding-heart 
conservative) push for an "empowerment" 
.agenda that would put teeth into the party’s 
promises of greater individual freedom and 
responsibility. 

Members of the religious right, who've loyally 
voted for Republican presidential candidates at 
least since 1980. argue that the party needs to 
concentrate on "traditional family values." 
abortion, school prayer, and oilier con.scrs’ative 
social issues. 

Social moderates: like Labor Secretary Lynn 
Manin; rcsppnd that that approach is what helped 
do in Bush, and that instead the party must erect 
a "big tent" that can accommodate many 
differing views. 

Which path, if any. the GOP ultimately will 
decide to follow is unclear.' What is clear is that 
the parly is in for a hniising internal fight in the 
next .several months. And scrappy, outspoken 
Bill Bennett i.s likely to be in, the thick of it. 

He's talked about the party's- need to convene 
its own "Couneil of Trent,” a reference to the 
post-Reformatioii gathering of Roman Calholie 
Church offieiiils that ordered .sweeping rd'onns 
in the church. 

And he rcferred to Bucluintm twice last week, 
onbe ob[ii|uely as a person whose talk of family 
values “hasn'l been uspueially cunslnieiive” and 
once directly as ”a dissident eardinal'' who 
needed to he brought back into the orthodox. 
Republican fold. 

He did promise not to burn Buchanan :ii the

POCATELLO (AP) — The hardy 
lodgcpolc pine is'doing iks bit to help 
Yellowstone National Park recover 
from disastrous fires four years ago. 

An Idaho State- University 
researcher' says lodgcpole pines arc 
growing back rapidly in burned areas, 
in some places in a density four to 28 
times normal. 

Jay Anderson. ISU profes.sar, said 
that’s because lodgcpole trees 
produce cones which open at 120 
degrees. That helps spread and 
establish seed afiur u fire. 

"Lodgcpolcs are well jidapted to 
recurring fire," Anderson said, "Due 


to this adaption, lodge^ioles establish 
at high densities following fires. 

"However, they aie not dependent 
on fire because they also have cones 
that op'en upon maturity without 
being heated," he said. 

He’s studying seedling densities on 
un annual basis, comparing the 
number of plants in six severely 
burned places to six ureas suffering 
only moderate fire damage. The ureas 
range from 6,800 feet to 8,000 feet 
elevation, “In alTofthc sites, the 
moderate-bum areas have far more 
seedlings, fiom four to 28 times as 
many," he said. “Almost 18,000 


limes more seedlings were found in 
the highest density spot over the 
lowc.si density area. In ail but one 
high-clcvaiion area, there were far 
more seedlings than needed to replace 
the burned stand. ' / 

Anderson also is manipulating 
seedling density to sec how 
competition affects ihe devulopmctU 
oflree.siandii, ' 

"The seedlings must first compcic 
for below-ground resources sucli as 
water and minerals, and as they grow, 
they compete for light,” he said.

"We all grew up with Yellowstone 
in this pristine condition, which really 
was a consetjiienee of previous fires.” 
Anderson said. 

In six to eight years, the new iodge- 
poles should be five to six feet, and 
dead trees should be falling. "In tO to 
20 years, Yellowstone again will have 
healthy, pretty forests as a result ol' 
the 1988 fires," Anderson said.

“It appears that DOE is turning 
INEL into a de facto long-term waste 
storage site for radioactive wastes,” 
Idaho Gov. Andrus said in a recent 
letter to Energy Secretary James 
Watkins, asking the department to 
conduct an impact statement on all 
INEL operations "without exclusion." 

But the impact statement won't look 
at INEL’s Naval Reactors Facility in 
detail, according to the department's 
announcement. The facility receives 
and examines spent nuclear fuel from 
Navy reactors. 

The spent fuel is subsetiuC’ii'lly 
stored at the INEL's Chemical 
-Processing Plimi; Until 1989 the plant 
recovered yaluable"uraimmi TroiiTllliT 
spent fuel. But that process has been 
halted and the plant now only stores 
tlie spent fuel.

.that that judgment be actively promoted in 
the schools. 

Why? Even if warranted, what go<xJ diK*s a 
vole like lliat accomplish, beyond creating a 
lot of liard fceling-s and .stirring evetybody up 
over something that isn't going to change 
anythiiig-of anybody?- Don’t we have belter 
things to do with the initiative process than 
looking tor ways fo insult people wiio are 
difTcreni? 

The initiative failed in Oregon for the 
obvious a*a.son that heterosexuals didn't like 
it cither; heterosexuals are fur and away the 
largest portion of the electonilc. So Oregon 
has put tlie initiative sponsors in their place,

Candidates should more 
openly disclose finances 


Voters have every right lo know who is 
financing u candidate's campaign before 
they go to the polls. 

But that doesn’t happen when candidates 
or groups take advantage ofloopholcs 
wilhm the state's Sunsli ine Law. 


Now Re^ Pam Bengson Ahrens. R* 
Boise, wlints to convene a special commiiiec 
this winter to look at the problem. It i.s a 
good idea. In faei, we've come up with u list 
this committee might consider: 

Filing dote between June and November. 
Candidates are now required to file 
campaign finance reports with the secretary 
of statu at the time ofthe spring primary and 
sex en days before the November eleeiinn. 

Tltai means, for'ii tliree-tnontli perKTd.'the 
public has no Way of knowing which 
individuals or special interest group.s are 
bank rolling 'the candidates, When 
candidates Hie their reports the week before 
the general election, there's little time to 
scrutinize the repon.s. 

FosQnork rules. It’s not uncommon for 


■campaign. finance reports to roll into the 
.secretary of state's Boise office days after 
the deadline. Candidates arc not fined, 
however, as long as the report is postmarked 
by the deadline date, That may be more 
convenient for a candi date or ttroiip residing 


in the farthest reaches of Idaho, but it 
defeats the purpose of the Sunshine lav.*. 

Fines. One section of the law states a 
candidate shall be fined SIO for every day 
his or her Sunshine rqjon is late. Another 
section says violators shall pay S250. This is 
confusing and makes the law difficult to 
enforce. 

Cap cootribudoos. The sky is the fimit 
now. An individual or group can give as 
much 'as' thcy wanT” to "a” c'ah"dKinte~)r ' 
initiative campaign. 

Honesty and integrity are highly valued 
by Idaho's politicians and voters alike. But 
that 'dbesh't mean strong.' clear laws 
shouldn't be on the books to prevent 
pos.sible abuse.

When he is sworn in next January, Bill 
Clinton will have to establish himself, among 
oilier roles. o.s a cemniander-in-diief capable 
not only of deciding defense policy issues, 
but of inspiring loyalty in those he xvill 
command.

This week Ru.ssian President Boris Yeltsin 
wrote in a letter that ‘‘shocking facts" have 
been "discuvered” concerning U.S. POWs 
executed by dictator Josef Stalin. Mr. Yellsin

-U.Si-POWs-held-in-Soviel -camps r-^‘ull-lhc- 
questions have not been fully answered. 
TTicrc arc cases that still require additional 
examination." 

Moreover. Yeltsin aide Dmitri 
Volkogonov admitted that Amcrican.s might 
be living in Russia, "political refugees from 
the U.S.S.R. period or individuals voluntarily 
remaining in Russia." Who arc these 
American.s? Are some of them cx-POWs 
who may wLsh to rclum home to America? 


On Monday, Sen. Bob Smith, co-chairman 
of the POW-MIA committee, .said that the 
U.S. government “ha.s covered up what It 
knew (about Korean War POWs) through a 
partem of denial, misleading staiemcms, and. 
in some cases, lies." He added that U.S. 
government documents reveal that "our 
government bdievcd.men woe still olive in 
captivity, and until only a few months ago. 
has kept that reality from the American 
people." 

And on Vietnam War POWs, Sydney 
Schanberg, the Southeu.sl Asia journalist and. 
scholar, ha.s reported that, "To this day, the 
intelligence community continues to 
withhold information from families, such a.s 
names and addn:s.ses of Indochinese 
refugees, many now settled in the United 
States, who have reported that they saw and 
talked to specific U.S. POWs." 

— What-morchas-thtrgnvcmmcnrftllled~lo~' 
tell as? Bill Clinton should make it his first 
priority in office to; 

1. Declassify and release to the American 
people all POW-MIA files, not just some, 
and from all wars. And release first the most 
recent files. 

2. Make every efTort lo determine the fate 
of - and bring home - any Americans left 
behind in Russia, Korea, and Vietnam.

Wandering eyes is most common infant sight problem

TWIN FALLS - Few sights in this 
world are os expressive as a healthy baby's ' 
eyes. Before children Icurn to speak, 

■ parenWOfien rely on their youngsters’ eyes 
to tell how their offspring feel. 

Occasionally, however, children have 
eye problems. If detected early in a child's 
life, most eye disorders can be trcaicd.'But 
too often, these conditions go 
undiscovered until a child is well into his 
or her school years. 

. .The most common eye problem among 
infants, occurring in about 1 percent of all 
-childfcn, is crossed or wandering eyes; Dr. 
Scott Allah, a Twin Falls ophthalinofogist, 
says it is normal for a child’s eyes to 
wander until 6 to 8 weeks of age. because 
the optical nerves arc still developing. 

But olU’r 0 child is abouc2 months old. 
(he crossing should stop. "If it doesn't, 
that's n reason to have an eye exam," 
Allan says. “By thar point, they should be 
looking at mom, seeing mom and having 
her feel iikc.shcls looking them in the 
eye." 

If the child's eyes continue to cross - a 
condition often referred to as "lazy eye" - 
titc problem can frequently be helped with 
glasses or a patch. Each treatment aims (0

DALLAS (AP) - Let there be darkness. At least 
let the brain think it's dark, says Dr. Al Ixwy, so 
people can overcome problems hkc jet lag and in- 
somnia. ,, , , p • 

Lewy and researchers at the Oregon Hejillh Sci- 
ence University in Podlaml arc using low doses of 
melatonin, a natural homione. to trick the body s in- 
ternal clock and help people with sleep disorders. 

Melatonin, produced by the pineal gltmd. causes 
drowsiness and also regulates seasonal lime clocks 
in animals.
